Need help? If you do not see a side -bar with image thumbnails: 

Some of the PDF packages are large and will take some time to download. A very large PDF package may open more successfully 
if you download it first to your desktop. (From inside the database record, right-click on the link to the PDF package and save the 
link to your desktop.) Once it’s on your desktop, you can open it up with a recent version of Adobe Reader . 

If you have a Macintosh with Safari, the default program to open PDFs is Preview, which does not open the PDF packets. Mac 
users need to download Adobe Reader . If this cover page appears without a list of PDF files (either at the side or bottom of the 
screen), look for a paper clip or a menu option to view attachments. If you click that, you should see a list of the pages in the PDF 
package. 

Viewing files with Linux: This works with the default PDF viewer that comes pre-installed with Ubuntu. While viewing this 
cover page in the PDF viewer, click '’View” on the top toolbar, and check the box that says "Side Panel". That will bring up the 
side panel. The side panel will show only this cover page. Click the ‘arrow’ at the top of the side panel, and it will give you the 
option to view "attachments." If you click that, you should see a list of PDF files, which are the pages in the PDF package.

One of the conclusions is less well-known and equally 
important, that is, that games, or any form of athletic exercise, are 
mischievous during examinations or any period of hard mental work. 

Simple Guides to Christian Knoivledge , edited by F. Robinson (Long- 
mans, 2/6 each). We congratulate the publishers upon a series so thought- 
fully arranged and so beautifully illustrated. We are in sympathy, too, 
with the Editor of this series, whose desire is “to provide a graduated 
course of theological study which will be intelligible and interesting to 
children and young people.” The first volume — The Story of our Lora's 
Life , by Mrs. Montgomery — is a simply-told account of our Lord’s life, 
somewhat of the calibre of our old friends, Peep of Day and Line upon 
Line . It does not quite satisfy us, because we find that the beautiful 
language of the Gospels appeals very strongly to the minds of children, 
and needs no more than a few words of explanation and illustration; 
but from the standpoint of the author, Mrs. Montgomery’s book is well 
done. The Early Story of Israel \ by Mr. J. S. Thomas, is a valuable 
little book which may be well read as a companion to the Bible 
narrative. The illustrations are exceptionally beautiful, being photo- 
graphs of the great pictures on the several subjects. Also both text and 
illustrations bring the Bible text into line with recent discoveries; for 
example, we have a photograph and a translation of parts of the seven 
Ghaldean tablets describing the Creation. The maps are admirable.
